Practical Results of Simitar)- Science. 


I would submit tho encJosod letter, 


written to thb Coidcil of our Society of 
Arts, to show tho money gain, as well 
as tho gain in health and lite, achieved 
horo. as yet by hicorapteto, rudimentary 
sanitary measures, I hope to see early

cation in the United States: 


"The first British army-went out to 


Crimea und@r the established curative 
or medical service, and it was lost. 
Sanitary commissioners, trained In serv- 
i«» Biulur the. first General Board of 
'Hoa'tfc. were then sent out to reform 
the flrtnilition of hospitals and camp, 


« HBuLyltHn tlurn mouths reduced the 


sTcfuess and mortality from a plague 
rate down to an ordinary standard of 
health, and by tba end of the summer 
of 1855 to a rate lower than that of the 
best hO»pit»ls at home; and tho War 
Ministgr" declared in Parliament that by 
tliqr'kfpliqttion ol. thoir science the sec- 
ond army had been saved. Formerly 
the death rate in the Indian Army was 
69 per 1,000 per annum.' The average 
mortality from 1600 to 1878 was only 
20.41; there was, therefore, a gain of 
48.58.f»j!;lf<X)0,«>r, Onthd present Jorco 
out there, a gain of '?,:>.3i> men. The 


>;.death rate of tho army at home was 


.formerly lo per 1,000. In the year 1879 
H wss 7.53, being a gain of 10.55 per 
1,000. As the strength of the nriuy in 
that year was 80.700, tho gain was 843 
per annum. The total gain to the army 
in India and the army at home, and the 
rest of the army, will bje 3,433 men per 
annum. As each soldier is estimated 
at £100, this represents in money value 
£344,000, or more than a third of a 
million. It is not very easy to get at 
the real amount of the sickness; but the 
total gain, including the diminished 
death rate, is considered to bo underra- 
ted at £500,000 per annum. 


•• The total number of men killed on 


tho battle-field and on the deck, in 
eluding those killed at Waterloo. Tra- 
falgar and the most severe battles dur- 
ing tho twenty-two years' war, was, 
according to th'o army returns, 19,796. 
The lives saved from premature de- 
struction by the civil sanitary service, 
during each of tho ton years of the de- 
cade, was 25,000. Tho wounded during 
the twenty-two years' war were 79,709; 
but, taking a serious sickness as equiv- 
alent to a wound, the achievement ol 
the sanitary service has been, during 
the same period, some 3,000,000 of cases 
saved by the civil sanitary service. The 
deaths by steam explosions, in mine;

Prehistoric Science and Skill Displayed 


in the Pyramids. 


ny_ mode by which the great blocks of 
vhich the pyramid is built were placed 
i position at their various heights until 
lie top stone was put upon the summit, 
nd the work of casing completed the 
wonder. It would be easy to lind a 
method if it did not entail as much labor 
is the building of the pyramid itself. 
Rejecting any such view, the most rea- 
onablo conjecture that can be offered 
9 that incline planes ran along the sides 
f tho giant steps in which the pyramid 


was built, and that the stones were 
Iragged up them by the workmen. It 
s necessary here to note that when tho 
mummy of the King had been placed in 
he sepulchral chamber, the entrance 
jassago was permanently closed, and 
leavy portcullises lowered at intervals, 
his needing great mechanical skill. 
The chapel attached to each pyramid 
'or the sepulchral rites was built nt a 
suitable distance in front of it, contrary 
to tho practice in tho tombs of subjects 
around, in which tho chapel was con- 
itructed in tho mass of the masonry, or 
iiewn in the rock. Tho final closing of 
every pyramid, which was tho universal 
custom, is an important fact, which is 
in itself enough to disprove a scientific 
heresy, according to which deep secrets 
were concealed in the heart of tho great 
pyramid for the enlightenment of re- 
mote generations. 
Prof. Piazzi Smith 


does not consider the red granite sar- 
cophagus a royal collin, like every othor 
sarcophagus in Egypt, but a divinely- 
appointed sacred standard, connecting 
tho ancient measures with, for instance, 
the English inch. Yet more hero, and 
in other parts of tho pyramid, ho fancies 
that he sees the indications of profound 
astronomical truths, which were un- 
known to the old Egyptians. This phan- 
tasy has been pushed to tho length of 
making tho pyramid, not alone a record 
of an ancient faith, but a stone prophecy 
of tho ages to conic. An Egyptologist 
may ridicule a theory which destroys 
tho whole value of his labors; a logician 
may protest against the selection of one 
pyramid, on which to found a hypoth- 
esis and the rejection of all others, and 
a choice of measurements which best 
suit the evolution of tha fancies of tho 
speculator; but tho true answer can only 
be given by good mathematicians. They 
can explain the reasons of tho propor- 
tions which have been interpreted away 
from their original purpose, to show 
how easy it is to provo anything to the 
uninitiated by theso "dangerous play- 
things," numbers, which at last deceive 
the theorist himself. Sir Henry James, 
royal engineer, and Prof. Wackerbarth, 
of Upsala, havo thus abundantly refuted 
tho extraordinary fancies of Prof, Piazzi 
Smyth.—If. O. Poole, in Contemporary

tomb of Khufu, of Cheops, of tho fourth 
dynasty, was originally 480 feet nine 
laches, and tho base 764 feot. It is vir- 
tually a mass of solid masonry, for the 
rock must take up but a small proportion 
of tho interior, nnd the chambers and 
passage have no appreciable relation to 
the whole bulk. The material chiefly 
employed is the limestone on which tho 
structure stands; 'Which'- was' in part 
cleared away to moke' a level platform;

Breakfast was 
eaten by lamplight, during the cold 
weather; in summer, an interval of half 
an hour was allowed for it, between 
seven nnd eight o'clock. 
The time 


given for the noon meal was from a 
half to three-quarters of au hour. The 
only hours of leisure were from half- 
past seven or eight to ten in tho even- 
ing, 
tho mills closing a little earlier on 


Saturdays. It was an imperative regu- 
lation that lights should be out at ten. 
During those two evening hours, when 
it was too cold for the girls to sit in 
thoir own rooms, the dining-room was 
used as a sitting-room, where they 
gathered around the tables, and sewed, 
and read, and wrote, and studied. It 
seems a wonder, to look back upon it, 
how they accomplished so much as they 
did, 
in their limited allowance of time. 


They made and mended their own 
clothing, often doing a, good deal of un- 
necessary fancy-work besides. They 
subscribed-for periodicals; took books 
from the libraries; went to singing 
schools, conference meetings, concerts, 
and lectures; watched at night by a sick 
girl's bedside, and did double work for 
her in the mill, if necessary; and on 
Sundays they were at church, not dif- 
fering in appearance from other well- 
dressed and.'decorous young women. 
Strangers who had been sitting beside 
them in a house of worship were often 
heard to ask, on coming out, " But 
where were the factory-girls?" 


• 
Lowell was eminently a church-going! 


place, and the hush of the old-fash- 
ioned Sabbath had there a peculiar 
charm, by contrast with the week-day 
noise. Tho mill-girls not only cheer- 
fully paid their pew-rents, but gave 
their earnings to bo built into tho walls 
of new churches, as the population in- 
creased. 
Their contributions to social 


and foreign charities also were notice- 
ably liberal. What they did for their 
own families—keeping a little sister at 
school, sending a brother to college, 
lifting the burden of a homestead debt 
from a parent's old age—was done so 
frequently and so quietly as to pass 
without comment. Their independcnco 
was as marked as their generosity. 
While they were ready with sisterly 
help for one another whenever it was 
needed, nothing would have been more 
intolerable to most of them than the 
paupor spirit into which women who 
look to relatives or friends for support 
so easily subside. Perhaps they erred 
in the direction of a too resolute self- 
reliance. That trait, however, is a part 
of the common New England inherit- 
ance, and there was, indeed, nothing 
peculiar about the Lowell mill-girls, 
except that they were Now Kngland 
girls of the older and hardier stock.— 
Lucy Larcom, in Atlantic Monthly.

The United Ktftlcs 
Miller, in describing this method, says 
that a sheet-iron cistern, which occu- 
pies little space aud holds nearly 300 
bushels, and is worked by ari alMburnp 
with a pressure jfaugc to indicate the 
acgreo of vacuum, comprise" tnvS fthole 
hcrinatic preservation. One important 
cfiect which results from tho numerous" 
and continuous experiments made is 
according to the journal in question, 
that the vacuum not only kills the para- 
sitic insects and prevents vegetation, 
but dries the grain at the snjnc-limd. 
Artor a detcution of seven.: §nanths; 
wheat and Hour inclosed in tho appara- 
tus, during experiments at Viriocunos,' 
it is reported, were withdrawn in a pnr- 
ect state of preservation.
